of greater value , and the Commodities which ariſe from 
them, are divers, and of greater vajne, than Corne, as Butter, 
Cheeſe, Taltow, Hides, Beef ,$eol ; and therefore I may con- 
clude, that England abounding in Paftares more than other 
Conntreyris therefore richer ; and I know (what others think 2 
I care not) thatin France Acre for Acre is not comparable to | 
it, Forreſcue Chancelor of Englend, ſaith, that we get more in * 
England by ſtanding ſtill than the French by working : but to 
he Deficiencies amongſt us.
